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J he Most Casual Reader of the pages of this MAGAzr1NneE will not fail to 

realize that the work in Assaui nas been a most profitable and encourag- 
ing one. Unwilling to doubt that the Holy Spirit would continue to honor 
every effort of ours, the missionaries in that land believe that future results 
there depend upon what we in America will do towards sending reinforce- 
ments to stations sadly needing them, and to others now left without a single 
missionary. Tika has been abandoned as a station, Sibsagar, Kohima and 
Goalpara are vacant. Ukrul, Golaghat, N. Lakhimpur and Dibrugarh each 
have only one missionary family. Nowgong and Tura both need help. Mr. 
Moore, of the former station, will probably be on his way to America when 
this reaches its readers. In June last vear there were thirty-seven missionaries 
on the field. This year there are only twenty- -eight, including wives and single 
women, with a prospect of many returns next Winter of those who have served 


iong and faithfully—to the limit of their strength. Let us pray, let us do, for 
this needy field. 
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{J he_ Committee on Co-ordination, appointed by the societies last year at

been set apart for the general discussion of the report.

C4 | ie Isabella Bird Bishop has long been known as a world-wide traveller and 
writer on Oriental peoples and their political and social conditions. Later 
she grew to feel the deepest interest and confidence in christian missions, and 
spoke out for them in ringing tones. Now it is announced that Mrs. Bishop 
has offered herself out and out to the Bishop of Calcutta for mission work in 
India. 
Considering that she is well advanced in years and far from vigorous in 
health, this is the more noteworthy as illustrating the growth and depth of 
her missionary conviction—a conviction reached as the result of the very 
widest and most careful and discriminating observation. 


he Secretaries and Missionaries of the Union who address the churches 

in the interest of our mission work very frequently hear it said by those 

who have listened to them: ‘Now, that is what we want—facts, information. 

If we could only know the situation, we would be interested; and there would 
be no lack of money.” 

The “information” contained in a single brief address, however, is very 
meagre and unsatisfactory indeed, when compared with the abundant supply 
always at hand in our regular missionary publications and religious weeklies. 
We suspect that if “information” were really desired, it would be sought where 
it can be found, without waiting till the missionary speaker comes around. 
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Tr Following Suggestion is offered in the interest of a wider diffusion of 

missionary knowledge, namely, that pastors or other interested persons 
endeavor to secure as many one-Sunday-afternoon-a-month readers of the 
MisstONARY MAGAZINE as possible. A portion, or even all, of one afternoon 
a month is a very small amount of time to give; and it would seem that none 
could properly begrudge or refuse to give it, especially when such interesting 
information is thus made available. It is confidently believed, in view of the 
present widespread ignorance of our work, that such a “league” of readers, 


aroused, as they naturally would be by their reading, would greatly increase 
the missionary interest in the churches. 


QO" Foreign Secretary, Rev. Thomas S. Barbour, D. D., is planning to visit, this 
year, a portion, at least, of our mission field. The missionaries have been 
a unit in their demands for this; and the disappointment occasioned by the 
sudden death of Dr. Duncan, while on his way thither, has only seemed to 
increase their desire and augment their feeling of need for such a visitation. 
It will be remembered that at the meeting of the Missionary Union in San 
Francisco in'1899 a unanimous vote was passed instructing the Secretary to 
make this tour. Many things have occurred, however, to interfere with the 
execution of the plan until now; but at a recent meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee, Dr. Barbour was instructed to arrange for the journey at the earliest 
practicable date. Information such as only a foreign secretary could secure 
at first hand is constantly needed by the committee in the administration of 
the work abroad. Dr. Barbour will probably leave in July, but the exact date 
of his sailing and the time and extent of the itinerary is yet to be determined. 
The American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions (Congrega- 
tional Society) is sending a delegation of three, a secretary, a layman and a 
representative pastor, to spend a year in India alone to study the conditions 
there and to help the missionaries solve some of their problems. 


Fl Very Erroneous Impression Seems to Prevail as to the need for mission- 

ary candidates. The Students’ Volunteer Movement is generally sup- 
posed to have incited more young men and women to offer themselves for 
foreign mission service than there is money to send. Toa certain extent this 
was true, but the knowledge of a shortage of funds, which always prevails, 
and the rejection, during the financial depression of the past few years, of a 
number of applicants, because of a lack of money, has caused a reaction under 
which it has been, at times, difficult to secure suitable men already prepared 
to go. 

Several facts need to be borne in mind: Only the best equipped men should 
apply. Of those -who do apply a very large percentage of otherwise good men 
must be eliminated because of physical, educational or other disabilities. 
Taking no account of advance work, vacancies in all our mission fields will 
be occurring constantly. Every christian is under obligation to be willing 
io go; and if this obligation were more generally recognized there would be 
less likelihood of a scarcity of candidates. All the leading missionary societies 
of America report a real difficulty in securing men fully prepared to go. 
Young men of a few years’ experience in the pastorate constitute the very 
best material for missionary candidates. 


T he Thirtieth Annnal Meeting of the Woman’s Baptist a Missionary 


Society was held April 23 to 25, with the South Baptist Church of Hart- 
ford, Conn. 
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The weather evidently did not approve of women’s societies and kept up a 
sullen, ceaseless drip, drip, which did not, however, in the least affect the 
ardor of the women who listened with intense interest to three of our mis- 
sionaries from China and several from Burma and Southern India. There 
were no representatives from Japan, Africa or Assam. 

Mrs. Safford, who has recently returned from an eight months’ trip around 
the world, delighted us with her vivid account of our work abroad. 

Six young women, under appointment by the Missionary Union, told us of 
their call to the work. There is no missionary sermon so searching and power- 
ful as the simple statement of the call to go. 

The Secretaries’ Conference was full of interest to the workers and annual 
reports were aglow with hope and cheer. The state secretaries, senior and 
junior, were present with very few exceptions, and the bright discussion on 
efficiency in the various departments of our work was a practical illustration 
of the efficiency of some of our workers. 

The literature display, under the charge of Miss Leavis, was especially fine 
and suggestive to state and association secretaries for future meetings. 

The erystallized sentiment of the three days was expressed in the words of 
Scripture read by the President at the opening of the meeting, Wednesday 
morning: “We have compassed this mountain long enough, let us rise and 
go northward.” With the increase of Baptist women and the wealth or our 
churches, it is surely time for advance in the work of our women’s societies. 

The meeting Thursday evening was under the auspices of the ladies of Hart- 
ford and was addressed by Rey. David Downie, D. D., who paid a glowing 
tribute to the work of women as he has known it during his twenty-five years 
in India and has seen it in his travels through other lands. 

Though not large in numbers this was a representative meeting and the 
spirit from start to finish was worthy of Baptist women of the twentieth 
century. 


Tre First Annual Report of the Ongole Faith Orphanage has been issued 

by the director, Rev. H. Huizinga, one of the missionaries of the Union. 
It contains a remarkable account of what would seem to be a year of great 
blessing in the midst of pestilence and famine. The following paragraphs 
from the report will bear out this statement: 


“In writing about the situation around Ongole, early in February, 1900, Dr. Clougli 
wrote: ‘Unless the Lord in some way, which no human being can foresee, provides a 
way for poor people to live, before next October, multitudes must die of hunger, and 
among these there will be many christians, for they are among the poorest of the poor.’ 
By the help of God it is now our pleasure to report that in all this region scarcely a 
single one of God’s people has died of starvation. The forecast was right, but the Lord 
sent abundance of money and corn, which was distributed as wisely as we knew, to 
those who needed it most. Dr. Clough had over 5,000 people on his relief works at one 
time, while hundreds who were too weak to w ork were fed gratuitously at the relief 
kitchen.” 

“We have received over five hundred children in the orphanages, many of whom, 
however, stayed only a few days and then ran away or were taken away by their rel- 
atives. We have had 255 at one time and have cared for an average of about 177 
children, during eight months since the first of May. Our present number is 170, and 
seems likely to be increased soon to 200.” 


During the year over $5,000 were received and used in the work of the 
orphanage. 
Og Regret Not to Have Received any Special Report of the annual meeting of 
the Society of the West, held in Muncie, Ind., April 23-25. However, 
we are glad to make a condensed statement from the most excellent account 
given in the Standard. 
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The meetings naturally divided themselves into four sections: The Workers’ 
Conference, conducted by Mrs. Lydia Campbell; the home field; the foreign 
field; addresses and reports. Under the latter may be specially mentioned 
the resolution to raise at least $42,000 the coming vear. Eleven missionaries 
were present, including Mrs. Price, wife of our former missionary in Burma. 

The list of officers for the coming year includes some new names. Mrs. 
F. Clatworthy of Evanston, Ill., becomes the Secretary for the Foreign 
Department, in place of Mrs. A. M. Bacon, who has served the society for 
thirty years, but who now retires except as she may be able to render service 
as honorary advisory secretary. Miss Julia L. Austin will be the Home Secre- 
tary, while Mrs..F. G. Cressey of Ohio will act as Recording Secretary. The 
meeting was evidently one of power and helpfulness, and the sisters of the 
West should be greatly encouraged. 


7 Se We are Pained to be Compelled to Record the death of 
So tt Mrs. Manuel Marin, the wife of our devoted mission- 

ary, Rev. Manuel C. Marin, for fifteen years laboring in 
Barcelona, Spain, of which country he is a native. In 
connection with peculiar trials which came upon Mr. 
and Mrs. Marin as representing an American mission in 
Spain during the troubles which grew out of the war 
between that country and the United States, the Marins, 
about a vear and a half ago, were compelled to return to 
America for needed rest and recuperation of health. 
They have been living near boston for the greater part 
of the period since—Mrs. Marin being a native of Newton, Mass. 

The time was at hand when with renewed strength they were hoping to 
return to Spain to resume their labors, when our sister's course was suddenly 
cut short. Mrs. Marin was ever a true and faithful helpmeet to her husband, 
heroically sharing the toils and trials incident to mission work in a papal land. 
She died suddenly from an acute attack of pneumonia on the morning of the 
i4th of April. The husband is left deeply bereaved, but enriched by precious 
and imperishable memories of the departed one. A little daughter, six years 
old, is left to be his solace, although of necessity Mr. Marin will be required to 
leave her behind when he returns to Spain to prosecute his missionary task. 
A multitude of friends in America and Spain will deeply sympathize with our 
bereaved brother and his motherless child.

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yD A. C. Dixon preached his initial sermon at the Ruggles Street Church, 
Boston, of which he has lately become pastor, on Sunday morning, 
May 5, to a vast audience. 

He took for his theme, “Our Motto Text,” the twelfth verse in the fifth 
chapter of Revelation, “Worthy is the Lamb that was slain to receive power, 
and riches, and wisdom, and strength, and honor, and glory, and blessing,” 
saying that he long ago adopted this text as the motto of his life. Among 
many other striking things Dr. Dixon said, “This text furnishes us with the 
standard of worthiness which exists in heaven, and also the measure of what 
that standard requires from all who know Christ. 

“Tf Paul should meet Peter on the streets of heaven and ask, ‘How much is 
religion worth?’ they would not think of bank stocks and dollars and cents, 
but they would think of Christ on the cross. How much is religion like Jesus 
when he died for a sin-cursed world? And the standard of worth which heaven 
would pass down to us is this sacrifice for others as manifested in the death 
of our Lord. 

“You will notice they are not singing ‘Worthy is the Teacher,’ though h« 
spake as never main spake. Knowledge is not worth. To know is not to be 
good. Great scholars are sometimes great scoundrels. The heart of the geolo- 
gist may be just as hard as the rocks that he studies, and the astronomer who 
knows most about the heavens may be as far from God as the fixed stars-upon 
which he places his telescope. And the chemist may just learn how to poison 
his enemy. 

“You will notice they are not singing ‘Worthy is the Miracle Worker, 
though as a miracle worker Christ was worthy. I know the boast of civiliza- 
tion is that we are mastering the forces of nature. The trouble is our scientific 
friends are a little prone to claim all the miracles for themselves, and do not 
think God can do any just now. The tendency is to push God out of the 
world he has made. Mastery of forces is not worthiness. Invention may not 
make a man better. Why, he can swear over the telephone, record his oath in 
a phonograph and commit sin while making an electric plant. And in litera- 
ture and art, that are so far advanced, there may be much of evil, as well as 
of good. 

“Jesus Christ as a complete man is worthy, but they are not singing about 
that. ‘Worthy is the Lamb.’ My friends, I want to emphasize this one thought, 
if you forget everything else. It isn’t to know, to be powerful; it isn’t simply 
to be complete in the attributes of manliness, with this one thing left out, that 
we are to be worthy; but it is by the permeation of this into every fibre of our 
being, by the mastery of all the forces in us, by the spirit of Jesus Christ on 
the cross that we become truly worthy.” 


Wk Regret to have to Announce the death of Mrs. L. P. Pearce, which oc- 

curred at Ootacamund, Nilgiri Hills, on March 20, 1901, of heart 
disease. Mrs. Pearce, then Miss L. Peabody, was sent out to Ramapatam in 
1872 by the Woman’s Society of the West, and was the first single lady mis- 
sionary sent out to the Telugu Mission. In 1875 she opened a boarding 
school for girls, which she cared for till 1877, when she was married to the 
Rev. Geo. Pearce, a retired missionary of the English Baptist Society. Mr. 
Pearce started a little interest for the Tamil speaking natives of Ootacamund, 
and after his death Mrs. Pearce continued it. Later she opened a school for 
the children of missionaries and others which she carried on till her death. 
She was a faithful and devoted wife, an earnest and lovable christian and a 
consecrated missionary.

WORK IN ASSAM 


and the EARLY MISSIONARIES

HE atten- 
tion of the 
Missionary 
Union was first 
turned to As- 
sam through 
the agency of 
Captain Francis 
Jenkins, British 
Commissioner 
for that coun- 
try, who resided 
at Gauhati. This 

REV. NATHAN BROWN, D.D. gentleman, like 
many another government official in 
British India, proved himself not only a 
wise and philanthropic ruler, but took the 
liveliest interest in the planting of the 
gospel among the native peoples under his 
jurisdiction. 

In 1834, Captain Jenkins addressed a 
letter to certain missionaries in Calcutta, 
inquiring if in some way Baptist mission- 
aries might not be 
induced to come and 
settle in Assam. The 
invitation sent 
on from Calcutta to 
our missionaries in 
Moulmein, Burma, 
and by them was 
transmitted with 
commendation to the 
Board of the Mis- 
sionary Union. Cap- 
tain Jenkins sup- 
ported his appeal by 
an offer of one thou- 
sand rupees on the 
arrival of the first 
missionary, and of a 
thousand rupees 
more on the estab- 
lishment of a printing 
press. The Board 
promptly answered the appeal and in 1835 
Messrs. Nathan Brown and O. T. Cutter of 
the Burman Mission, who had been detailed 
to begin the work, were on their way to 
Sadiya, nearly a thousand miles up the 
Brahmaputra River. The journey to the 
country through the tortuous windings of

the river and by the boats then available 
occupied four months. They were wel- 
comed to the country by Captain Jenkins 
who ever afterwards proved himself a gen- 
erous and active supporter of the work. 
Mr. Brown gave himself to the acquisi- 
tion of the language, to preaching and the 
preparation of simple booklets, while Mr. 
Cutter devoted himself to the work of the 
press. 

In 1836, Rev. Miles Bronson and Rev. 
Jacob Thomas, with their wives, sailed to 
join the mission, taking with them an ad- 
ditional printing press and printing mate- 
rials. They arrived in Calcutta the fol- 
lowing April, and by slow stages made 
the rest of the journey up the river, until, 
as they were nearing Sadiya, Mr. Bronson 
fell dangerously ill of fever, and Mr. 
Thomas, who had left his companion that 
he might hasten on and bring medical as- 
sistance, continued the journey alone. 
Mr. Thomas had come within sight of

Sadiya, when two trees, whose roots were 
united, fell from the undermined banks of 
the river upon the boat in which the mis- 
sionary was seated, crushing the craft and 
causing the missionary to sink and drown. 
This was indeed a dreadful blow to the 
young mission; and when, a few days af- 
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terwards, Mr. Thomas's stricken widow 
and her companions, the Bronsons, were 
brought up, it was with a grief almost 
staggering that the workers went on to 
install themselves for service. 

The labors of the missionaries were de- 
voted to the Assamese peonles, the 
Kamtis or Shans, and the Singphos. In 
addition to preaching, small schools were 
established, and printed matter was dis- 
tributed to such as could read. It should 
be said that one of the moving causes for 
opening this work so far inland in Assam 
was in the hope not merely of reaching 
the Assamese people themselves, but in 
the confidence that an entrance in this 
way might sooner be effected among cer- 
tain tribes in North Burma, and ultimate- 
ly into China itself,—a country which up 
to this time had so stiffly resisted all ef- 
forts on the seaboard to enter the land. 
Up to this time, no approach of much 
significance has been made to China from 
this quarter, although several heroic ef- 
forts on the part of missionaries, both in 
Assam and Burma, have from time to 
time been made. Doubtless with the 
opening of the railway from North Burma 
— Yunnan this result will yet be real- 
ized. 

The logic of events, rather should we 
say of Providence, was eventually to lead 
the missionaries in Assam to concentrate 
their attention upon the numerous peoples 
of Assam itself, a sphere of large extent 
for Christianizing endeavors. 

In 1838, Mr. Bronson removed to Jaipur, 
where he found another warm friend and 
patron of the work in Mr. Bruce, an 
agent of the East India Companv. em- 
poyed in a tea-planting industry. An in- 
surrection against British authority soon 
broke out among the Kamtis, the upshot 
of which was that in 1840 Mr. Bronson 
was led to give special attention to the 
Naga peoples, and in May of the same 
year Rev. Cyrus Barker and wife, and 
Miss Rhoda Bronson, sister of Rev. Miles 
Bronson, joined the mission. 

Mr. Barker began to labor among the 
Assamese proper, making Sibsagor at 
first the basis of his operations. Still later, 
in 1841, Mr. Bronson removed to Now- 
gong. In 1843, Mr. Barker established 
himself in Gauhati, and these three places 
—Sibsagor, Nowgong and Gauhati—have 
ever since been continuously occupied, 
and become strong and prosperous cen- 
tres of missionary work. 

Rev. Nathan Brown meanwhile had 
gone on with the work of translation until 
at length he had rendered the entire New 
Testament into Assamese, and it was 
printed by Mr. Cutter. The gathering of

first converts on all these fields was slow 
and discouraging, and great trials were 
endured,—trials from uprisings of native: 
against government, from failing health, 
frequent removals from place to place, 
and occasional deaths. 

The appeals of these brave pioneers for 
helpers from the home land were often 
made with but little avail. Debts had ac- 
cumulated upon the treasury of the 
Union; the unsettled state of the country 
and the trying nature of the climate ha‘ 
filled many with fears lest the mission 
would never prove successful. 

In 1847, however, two new missionarie: 
with their wives, Rev. and Mrs. A. H. 
Danforth and Rev. and Mrs. Ira J. Stod- 
dard, the latter still living at a good old 
age in this country, were sent out. About 
this time, new people about whom little 
had been previously known, namely, the 
Garos, began to afford promise of accept- 
ing the gospel, and they have been in- 
creasingly responding to its claims until 
now, like the Karens of Burma, they form 
the main constituency of the church in 
Assam. Following upon Messrs. Danforth 
and Stoddard came other workers, Rey. 
C. F. Tolan, who soon sickened and 
was compelled to retire; Rev. E. P. Scott, 
whose term of labor was confined to only 


_five brief years; Rev. Milton B. Comfort; 


Rev. T. J. Keith, and Rev. R. E. Neigh- 
bor; Rev. Wm. Ward, who after a period 
of faithful service, died at Sibsagor; Rev. 
E. W. Clark and wife, who went out to 
the region of Upper Assam, and have until 
now devoted themselves with much bless- 
ing to work among the Nagas, were also 
among God’s best early gifts to the mis- 
sion. The Clarks have continued in the 
service until now. 

In 1874, Messrs. M. C. Mason and E. G. 
Phillips, with their wives, went to the 
Garos, a little later locating qt the new 
station of Tura, and so great a blessing 
has attended their labors among this in- 
teresting people that they have been per- 
mitted to receive between five and six 
thousand converts in less than thirty 
years. 

With these workers our account must 
cease, inasmuch as we contemplate refer- 
ring in this article simply to the pioneers 
and founders. Many other younger and 
no less devoted and skilful workers have 
gone to Assam, and they have been gath- 
ering blessed harvests. Other accounts 
will properly recognize their faithful work 
and its blessed fruits. Suffice to say that 
the promise afforded by the mission to-day 
is perhaps second to that of none of our 
missions. All honor to the brave men 
who pioneered the cause, and may great 
blessing rest upon those who are reaping 
the harvest from their sowing!

[This letter from Dr. Stoddard, who is 
now at an advanced age, living a retired 
“fe with his wife at Pella, Iowa, was 
vritten to Rev. Fred P. Haggard in re- 
“sponse to one sent by the latter to Dr. 
=toddard upon the occasion of a visit to 
the Garo Hills in 1899. At the time of 
that visit Mr. Haggard met the aged man, 
isago, who is referred to in the letter and 
who sent his best “‘salaams” to Dr. Stod- 
dard in America.] 


My dear Brother: A thousand thanks.for 
the few lines you kindly sent me from Garo 
Hills, February 26, 1899. It is now 26 
years since I left Goalpara, Assam, and 
arrived in San Francisco. I was delighted 
with all you said of the christian Garos; 
their wonderful transformation from 
“bloodthirsty savages” to their present 
orderly, upright, christian characters; build- 
ing chapels, schoolhouses; supporting 
teachers and preachers; and conducting a 
Baptist association, all in less than thirty 
years. (Mr. Haggard attended and wrote 
from this Association.) 

I returned to Assam in 1866 expecting to 
work among the Garos. Then the Lieu- 
tenant Governor of Bengal had Assam and 
the hill tribes in his territory, and on Fri- 
days gave a free breakfast to Europeans 
who had reached Calcutta during the past 
week from sea or land, as he wished a 
friendly interview with all tea planters, 
indigo, opium and timber speculators, 
river steamboat captains and missionaries. 
About twenty breakfasted the morning 1 
was there. When breakfast was well under 
way the Lieutenant Governor excused 
himself and stepped into his office. Soon 
a servant appeared, inviting all tea planters 
to an interview: then the indigo men, etc., 
etc. About 11 A. M., the missionaries’ turn 
came, 

“Mr. Stoddard,” said the Governor, 
“vou say you are on your way to the Garos 
of Assam?” “Yes.” “Do you know the 
Garros?” “Not much.” “Allow me to 
kindly advise and warn you. They are a 
bloodthirsty set of savages, and deserve 
extermination. Government is now con- 
sidering that. question.” Then followed a 
long and fearful account of their annual

raids into the plains for human heads ot 
British subjects to pacify the Evil Spirit 
and secure good crops, etc. The expense 
of government with an army to punish 
them was dwelt upon, after which he con-. 
tinued, “Now, Mr. Stoddard, be advised 
and warned not to go into the Garo Inde- 
pendent Territory, to lose your own head 
and cause the government trouble. But 
success to your mission elsewhere and let 
me know if at any time I can assist you in 
any way.” I thanked the Lieutenant 
Governor and expressed my utmost con- 
fidence in the glorious gospel of the blessed 
God to “tame the savage.” 

Now a word about my friend and 
brother, Bago. About two miles from 
Rajasimala (the only christian village 
there) at a weekly market before the gong 
announced the morning opening, we were 
talking and preaching to a multitude ot 
plains and hill Garos for an hour or more. 
The gong struck, and immediately confu- 
sion, noise and trade followed, as you 
know. 

A young man from the hills came to us— 

I had noticed his deep attention to the 
Word. He said, “Very good words, can 
I hear more?” “Certainly, we are here to 
talk the good Word; sit down and hear.” 
A more earnest, attentive hearer I never 
met, and at the close of the market he went 
with us to the Christian Village where we 
spent ten or fifteen days and baptized 
thirty or forty, this Bago, then a young 
man, being one of them. He went back 
to his home in the hills. I did not see or 
hear from him for a year, as we lived in 
Goalpara, some twenty-five miles from 
the Christian Village. 

At the close of the rains I was out again. 
About two miles from Christian Village, 
riding my pony a little ahead of my men, 
I saw a man coming upon the full run. As 
he drew near I knew it was Bago. He ran 
up to the pony, caught my hand in both of 
his saying most earnestly, “God is very 
good; I love and worship Jesus Christ. I 
want you to come right up to my house 
and see what I am doing for Christ and 
help me.” “But,” said I, “you Garos take 


off heads, how can I go into your hills and 
country?” 


“Yes, truly, but we will go up 
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early in the day and come back before 
night.” So in the morning, with ten or 
twelve christian young men, we started for 
Bago’s village. I found the hills too steep 
for my pony, and after two or three miles, 
had to walk and climb. 

On reaching the village we were taken 
to a neat little chapel with a porch at one 
end, and large enough to seat, on mats, 
seventy-five or one hundred. When 
seated, Bago said (I can give only a few 
words of his wonderful story), “Last year 
I found Christ down at the market. I came 
home and built this house to Jesus Christ. 
I come in here every morning and talk 
to him, and then I go to my work. At 
first my people came in to hear me. I told 
all I knew of Jesus and his love in my 
heart. I was soon empty. Then I would 
repeat the same story, I was not tired; 1 
love to tell it over and over. But the peo- 
ple say, ‘All right; Bago worship good 
spirit, but we will worship Evil Spirit.’ 
Smallpox came, some died; and then the 
people make great sacrifice to Evil Spirit. 
All must help. I said no, I pray to Jesus 
only. Then they say, ‘Bago’s head must 
come off!’ I show this ring above my 


elbow, meaning I belong to such a high - 


family. Then they say, ‘We make a new 
village and Bago can stop here; tigers and 
wild beasts will soon destroy him.’ ” 

Then Bago said to me, “See all these 
houses are deserted. The people live down 
yonder in new village; only I and my wife, 
her sister and her husband live in this vil- 
lage. Tigers and elephants may destroy 
us but we four can’t worship evil spirits. 
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Christ is our friend-teacher. Please send 
us a preacher to teach us to read Christ’s 
words.” I sent him a preacher. We 
prayed and consecrated to God this first 
house for Jesus in the Garo Hills. And 
the following year I met Bago at the foot 
of the hills near Christian Village leading 
twelve (six on his right and six on his left 
hand in a long line at right angles to the 
path, as they entered the open fields) and 
his face was full of joy and light as he 
called out to me, “Teacher, these twelve 
have believed on Jesus Christ through my 
words.” And in a few years all the vil- 
lagers had returned to their old site, a very 
large majority of them as believers in Jesus 
Christ. Bago was preacher and the chapel 
was more than full. And all this occurred 
in those first earlier years when it was not 
considered safe for unprotected mission- 
aries to spend a night over the line! What 
hath God wrought! Blessed be his holy 
name. ; 

As you spoke of Bago, I thought of 
many most interesting things; but have 
given you just this one item. And now 
look at the Association you attended— 
nearly eight hundred people gathered, you 
say; and all Garo Land! Dr. Mabie will 
remember Bago. 

May you live to see even greater won- 
ders in Naga Hills. God is with his mis- 
sionaries in Assam. Mrs. Stoddard is in 
good health. I am troubled much with 
malaria in hot weather.

A TRIP TO PATHALIPAM 


Rev. John Firth, North Lakhimpur, Assam 


ATHALIPAM is _ twenty-five miles 
northeast of this station; but as Mr. 
Paul has moved away from there, and as 
Mr. Swanson has taken the bungalow to 
pieces and after moving it to Golaghat has 
set it up there, it falls to me to visit the 
place if possible. As a rule it is not possi- 
ble to make the journey from here to 
Pathalipam overland, but I tried it in 
February and _ succeeded in_ getting 
through. I secured four men to carry my 
baggage, and having two preachers along 
and my cook I started. 
The first day we came to a rest-house 


where we expected to stop for the night 
but found it without any walls—only a 
roof on posts. As the wind was blowing a 
gale, and it was cold and raining, we went 
on a few miles farther and camped by a 
river, This river is the outlet of a shallow 
lake and it was full of fish, big fish and 
little ones, and the natives were catching 
them without difficulty and carrying them 
off to market. The whole region of coun- 
try around was a vast swamp, dead trees 
stood about, vultures circled overhead and 
a drizzling rain was falling. I had a small 
tent, only three feet high, and:such a look 


of woe and weariness as was on the faces 
of my men as they set about preparing to 
stay in that place all night I do not often 
see. 

As the tent was very low I had to sit on 
the ground, and the only hay to be found 
to put on the tent floor was wet. How- 
ever, there was nothing to do but to make 
the most of it, so I got out my little old 
mouth organ and played “Home, Sweet 
Home.” My men began to wonder if the 
Sahib had gone crazy, and a large herd of 
buffaloes that were feeding close by took 
fright and raced up and down the country, 
back and forth again, grunting and bel- 
lowing. The keepers came out of their 
houses to see what was up, and as I found 
them a pleasant lot of fellows, I called 
them to the tent and had a little visit. 1 
talked to them some about the Savior 
and sold them several copies of Mark. 

The next day we went through a most 
miserably wretched piece of country, 
where mile after mile the water was over 
my shoe tops; and so we were glad 
enough to come out at the Subansiri River, 
a few miles below Pathalipam. We went 
into camp on the old mission compound; 
that is on what remains of it, for most of 
it has gone into the river. I preached 
there in a large village, sold a number of 
books, and the next day went on to the 
tea-garden. The planter put me up for 
the night, and as he had a fireplace in his 
bungalow with a crackling fire I was glad 
indeed to stay there and get warm. In 
the evening I preached to several hun- 
dred coolies and the day following started 
for home by another road. This road is 
high and dry. In fact, it is so dry that 
people travelling it are liable to suffer 
from thirst as there is no water. The 
road is called the king’s highway. It fol- 
lows along the foothills of the mountains 
and is very high and wild. It was built, I 
suppose, hundreds of years ago by the 
Assam kings, and is now overgrown by 
dense forests. In travelling all day one 
cannot see the sun. Mighty trees are 
growing right on top of the road and on 
its sides, 
being, but the wonderful trees with strange 
fruit and flowers, the many kinds of ferns 
which are to be found would gladden the 
heart of those who have time and inclina- 
tion to collect such things. 

In the evening we came out at a little 
river, a most beautiful stream coming 
right down from the mountains. How 
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All day long we saw no human 
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good it was to see its crystal waters and 
how sublime to stand in such a place and 
look up at the high mountains. Verily 
here was wildness complete! A deer leis- 
urely walked past my tent not more than 
ten feet away. My men collected wood 
for a camp fire, for we were to pass the 
night there. After dark the fire blazed 
and cracked, and every crackle echoed loud 
in the solitude, like the report of a gun. 
The men all gathered in my tent and we 
sang hymns and one after another prayed. 

The cook was keeping the fire burning 
when suddenly he gave an alarm. The 
prayer meeting came to an abrupt ending 
for right there, a few feet away, was a wild 
elephant. The night was intensely dark 
and rainy so we could see nothing, but we 
heard the brush crackling under the ani- 
mal’s feet and could hear it breathing. 
The men waved torches, pounded on an 
old tin pan, blew on a big bamboo whistle 
and shouted, and still the elephant re- 
fused to be scared or go away from us. 
After this had been kept up for about two 
hours the beast slowly turned away and 
went off into the forest. 

I went to sleep, but the men stayed up to 
keep the fire going. Between 12 and I 
o’clock I was awakened by Patros calling 
out, “Sahib! get up! get up! The ele- 
phant is here!!” 

I had not undressed, so was up and out 
at once, with lantern in hand, and sure 
enough the elephant had come back again 
and was evidently resolved on picking up 
my tent and shaking it so as to see me run 
out like a mouse out of a bag. 

The fire blazed up, the torches waved, 
everybody yelled like wild hyenas, there 
was tin pounding and whistling to equal 
an American serenade of bygone days. 
The elephant concluded not to come quite 
up to us, at least not just then. But day- 
light was coming when it left us alone and 
retired to the dark forest. 

“If an elephant should meet a tiger in 
the woods, which would run from the 
other?” I asked the men the day we went 
on from that spot. 

“The elephant would flee,” they replied. 

“Then the tiger is king of this great 
wilderness!” 

“Yes, the tiger is king.” 

By Sunday we reached a tea-garden 
where we had service with sixty people 
packed into the littlest bit of a house, and 
that day I got my favorite coolie to tell 
me his name. I had been teasing him 
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dailv to give me his name but he did not 
feel well enough acquainted. That day I 
got my arm around his neck and he grew

a bit confidential and said, ““My name is 
Leather.” He has been baptized since 
then and his name is now Philip. 


HEN I first went to Assam I met an 
intelligent educated Bengali babu 
(gentleman) who could not understand 
how I could pass by civilized peoples like 
the Bengalis and the Assamese and go to 
preach the gospel to the wild and, to his 
mind, no account Nagas of the Hills. Since 
there are many intelligent Americans who 
are unable to understand this matter allow 
me to say that the wild or Hill Tribes 
ought not to be considered less worthy 
than the apparently “more desirable” peo- 
ples of the Plains; and for the following 
reasons: 
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First, All the “wild men” of India are of 
splendid stock. They are related to the 
Chinese, considered the best blood of Asia, 
and present the most manly and virile mis- 
sionary ground in the Empire. 

Second, The hill man has 


“snap” and

“backbone.” These the plains man lacks. 
In sturdy character the former will almost 
if not quite outclass his more refined 
Hindu brother. 

Third, The Hill Tribes constitute virgin 
soil; the plains peoples a soil worn out by 
the weeds of a dead civilization; and it is 
a grave question if the so-called civilization 
of the Plains is not a hindrance rather 
than a help to the missionary worker. Civ- 
ilization without God is a very doubtful 
good. A civilized evil is no better for be- 
ing civilized. 

Fourth, The plains people are weighted 
down, handicapped by old iron-clad insti- 
tutions and traditions. For thousands of 
years these ancient institutions have been 
tested, and, found wanting, now hang like 
millstones about the neck of India to sink 
her to despair. It will require a long time 
and infinite power to effect a change with 
such people. The wild man’s customs and 
institutions are easily given up. The differ- 
ence is that of adamant and clay; the 
plains people are adamant run into a mould 
and “set,” the hill men are clay ready for 
the potter’s hands. 

Fifth, The largest and speediest results 
have been obtained among the wild men. 
For example, witness the Karens in Bur- 
ma; the Garos and Nagas in Assam. More 
than 900 converts were baptized in one 
year from only one of the wild tribes. 
Burma and Assam rank among the very 
best missions in results; and yet in both 
rank is gained principally by the results 
among the wild men. 

Sixth, In the matter of self-support the 
plains man is outclassed by his hill brother. 


“Tt must not be forgotten that the model 


self-supporting mission of all the world, of 
any denomination, is among the once wild 
Karens of Burma. And the other Hill 
Tribes are coming up to the standard set 
by the Karens. 

Seventh, The wild men are increasing, so 
it is said, more rapidly under and take 
more kindly to British rule in India than 
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the plains men. While the educated Hindu 
is, in some cases, restive under the govern- 
ment of India, the wild men not infrequent- 
'y come from across the border and beg 
the English official to take them under 
his government and protection, for he 
knows (what the educated Aryan heathen 
seems not able to learn) that he cannot 
zovern himself. There is every evidence 
that the so-called wild men will one day 
be granted places of honor and influence 
by the side of the most noble of India. 

_A few years ago while at Kohima, a gov- 
ernment station in the Naga Hills, I was 
invited to the “officers’ mess.” During the 
course of the dinner the colonel turned 
to me and said, “Do you believe you are 
doing any good here among these wild 
Nagas?” I said, “Most assuredly or [ 
would not be here.” “But,” said he, “you 
do not mean to tell me that you think 
these Nagas can actually become converted 
and become real christians?” ‘Most cer- 
tainly,” said I, ‘as surely christian as any 
one.” “Bah,” said he, ‘they are worthless 
—no better than dogs; and I would as soon 
shoot one down as I would a dog.” “But,” 
said I, “you evidently forget that but a few 
centuries back our Anglo-Saxon fore- 
fathers were in much the same condition 
these Nagas are in. Christianity has made 
us what we are and will do as much for 
them, if you will only give the opportu- 
nity.” With evident haste he changed the 
topic of conversation for he saw the 
point; and that is the point. 

The Lord God Almighty in choosing 
his people passed by the high grade Latin 
and cultured Greek and self-conscious Jew 
and going out into the jungles of Europe 
chose two wild tribes, the Angles and the 
Saxons, and cementing them together, 
gave them the gospel and sent them out 
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into the world to become the mightiest 
force we have ever known in history. 

So again history may repeat itself. God 
may pass by the wise and noble of India 
and choosing two of the wild tribes of 
Central Asia make them the Anglo-Saxons 
of the Orient. Who can tell? 

We are, however, safe in giving, accord- 
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ing to the command of Christ, the gospel 
to all peoples and let them find their own 
place in the plan of God. We are safe, 
also, in doing most where there are the 
largest results—where God manifestly 
most largely sets his approval. Not less 
for the plains men but more for the hill 
men, should be our motto, in my opinion. 


I T seemed so good to find myself on the 

great Brahmaputra River again after 
dusty Calcutta which almost chokes the 
vowels in my mouth. I think I heard 
Mr. Haggard dreading the cold trip up by 
steamer. I did not find it so. I was on 
deck morning, noon and night, drinking it 
all in—not the Brahmaputra—but the 
‘reshness, the beauty, the old familiar look 
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Mrs. A. K. Gurney, en route for Sibsagar, Assam 


of it all. Surely to be alive, well and 
strong and back in Assam, was joy enough 
for one woman! Mr. Phillips went up with 
me as far as Chilmari and from there he 


went into camp to meet Mr. Mason 
and talk plans. Saturday morning we 
reached Gauhati landing and “ticca 


ghorris” (carriages) with their lean ponies 
took us up to “Bell Etta Cottage” where 
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Bell Wilson at one door and Etta Morgan 
at another with the dog from Tura (which 
Bell calls “Malaria”) gave us warmest 
greetings. Such a beautiful bungalow, 
the neatest, cosiest Maid’s Paradise I 
have ever seen in the jungles of Assam! 
Yea, verily it is a really civilized and re- 
spectable homelike house. After a quick 
lunch, helped on by Miss Morgan’s cha- 
fingdish, we were taken over to the new 
schoolhouse and introduced to some of 
the carpenters. The first one, a portly 
smiling Chinaman (?) in yellow khaki, 
planing a board, looked rather familiar. 
The next day (Sunday) in clerical garb he 
looked himself, Rev. S. A. D. Boggs, head 
carpenter on week days. Carpenter num- 
ber two was a slight fellow. He was mak- 
ing the shavings fly and I had to look 
twice before I recognized under the 
tousled curls and dusty coat my travelling 
friend from Boston to Calcutta, Mr. 
Dowd. 

We all went to work with a will to set 
our allotted rooms to rights—some in 
tents, some in schoolhouses, etc. I 
went under the Burdette bungalow to get 


at my boxes; and, needing help, called to. 


know if there was a spare man around. 


The Sahib (Mr. Burdette), with the old 
twinkle in his eye, came around and said 
meekly, “Perhaps you could not find a 


sparer man than I.” I doubt if I could. 
That Saturday night about thirty had 
gathered in the middle room—our dining 
room, dadoed with American bunting and 
decorated with a forest of palms. 
December 2, a lovely Sunday morning, 
dawned upon us. Devotional meeting at 
8.30. How good each voice sounds! We 
are like a big family circle, where all the 
voices are familiar and beloved. A sermon 
in English at 10.30 by Rev. A. E. Stevens, 
from Isaiah xlv. 24: “Only in the Lord is 


righteousness and strength.” The Scotch . 


theology is a very settled thing. If Mr. 
S. believes one thing more than another, 
it is that his salvation is an eternal thing 
—saved by grace as may be the wickedest, 
poorest, meanest native of this or any 
other land. I was impressed with a bit of 
his prayer: “We are not here for our own 
sake, not here for the sake of the millions 
of Assam, but for Christ’s sake, for his 
glory. Help us for Jesus’ sake to give up 
every consideration but thee and thy 
glory.” 

At five o’clock we had a praise service, 
each giving the greatest reason for praise 
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to God. Mr. Mason, who has been so 
sorely bereaved so many times in this 
dark land, and only recently has lost his 
dear boy, Gordon, and is now parting 
from his two little girls who are going 
home with Mr. and Mrs. Moore, gave as 
his greatest reason for praise,—‘‘He 
honors me by making me one with him 
in the work.” It touched my heart to 
see the meeting last night between Mr. 
Mason and Mr. Parker—a sob from poor 
Parker’s lips—[Mrs. Alberta Sumner 
Parker died only a few months ago]— 
neither could speak. After we had sung 
the first of Dr. Witter’s hymns, Mrs. 
Mason said, “I know the wife of the 
author and she begs our prayers for her 
speedy return to this work—their return.” 
I wish you could have heard the earnest 
prayers to this end! God grant they may 
be answered! 

Monday, the 24th of December, we had 
Historical Papers. The uppermost Assam 
station is at Ukrul, Manipur. It only took 
Mr. Pettigrew and family 20 days to get 
down to Gauhati. Ponies and chairs with 
provision boxes and dak bungalows to 
commence the journey and a nondescript 
steam train to complete the journey. Mr. 
P.’s station is 2,000 feet above Manipur 
Vailey and 6,000 feet elevation above the 
sea. It is a three days’ journey down to 
the valley, which he visits three or four 
times a year. As yet they are only able to 
introduce the thin edge of the wedge. The 
government has complete control of that 
valley since the terrible days of mas- 
sacre of 1891.- Sadiya, Dr. Bronson’s old 
station, the first one opened in Assam, 
has again after all these years been re- 
occupied. Messrs. Savage and Loraine of 
the Arthington Aborigines Mission are at 
present at work there. Mr. Parker re- 
ported a new chapel at Dibrugarh and a 
Miss White of England has given one 
hundred pounds for the education of poor 
girls in Assam. 

The North Lakhimpur district has the 
Firths in one bungalow, and Miss Frith, 
an independent worker, in the other bun- 
galow. Their work is being built on a 
substantial plan. They expected to reach 
here Sunday morning, but the little steam- 
er had been taken off and they had four 
days in an ox cart over sandy roads; fell 
shert of provisions, subsisted partly on 
parched gorn and tea,—no bread. The 
preacher at North Lakhimpur is paid in 
rice instead of in money. At Ellengmora 


there are thirty-nine members. They 
have recently completed a snug chapel 
worth $16. The people gave all this in 
money or labor, the most in labor, and 
one old deacon nearly lost his rice crop 
by neglect while he was working on the 
chapel. The village coolies gave up their 
jay wages and the garden coolies gave 
ip their week’s pay. We don’t expect one- 
year-olds in America to stand alone, to 
say nothing of building a church, unaided. 
Some of the money was thank offerings. 
Some gave after a sickness; several of the 
young men when married, gave, some a 
rupee, some 4 annas, some 2 annas. There 
are 15,000 “agreement” coolies in North 
Lakhimpur; that many settled on gar- 
dens; but, all told, are only “a drop in the 
bucket” compared with the number in the 
Sibsagar district. The emigrant popula- 
tion will soon be the people of Assam. 
Everything has changed and is changing. 
Coolies are constantly coming and going. 
li no missionary is sent to those who are 
constantly arriving they will, after a while, 
write back to Chota Napur, whence the 
majority come, and say, ‘We _ have 
reached Assam and in this land of jungle 
there are no preachers. Send us a preach- 
er and a teacher.” We cannot afford to 
go slowly. We can not “hustle the East,” 
but we must get ahead of the native— 
out-walk him, out-talk him, out-sing him. 
When General Lawson had out-walked, 
out-talked, out-witted and overcome the 
Indian chief of Mexico, the old chief said, 
“Only paleface he knew fit to be In- 
dian,” 

The report from Tura was intensely in- 
teresting. I suppose the Garo work is the 
strongest, most aggressive and prosper- 
ous in Assam. Men good and true laid 
the foundation and the building material 
seems to be of such good quality. I could 
report pages of good things. I will men- 
tion two or three only. Mr. Mason espe- 
cially delights in the pastor of the Nish- 
nagram church, which numbers over 700 
members. He is a man of feeble health, 
but Mr. Mason says he has gained a won- 
derful hold upon his people, and by his 
energy and influence has led them to build 
a church which would do no discredit to 
Gauhati mission compound with its re- 
cent new buildings. It was paid for by 


the Garos themselves and cost 4,000 rupees 
(about $1,300). One thousand dollars was 
paid in cash and the balance in material and 
labor. 


It seats 450 in pews comfortably, 
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or 500 uncomfortably. It is a people and 
church to be proud of—has doors, glass 
windows and a bell. Three new books 
have been issued from the Garo Mission 
Press within two years. One containing 
forty-five new hymns is in memory of Mrs. 
Nellie Ankeney Munger and paid for by 
Mr. Munger. Mr. and Mrs. Clark, return- 
ing from a health trip to Darjeeling, made 
the long, hard, lonely journev back to 
Molong, their first home, in the Naga 
Hills, where the first fruits of their patient — 
labors were gathered and perhaps the last 
fruits, as they will not return probably 
to this country. Mrs. Clark writes us with 
much regret that they must miss the con- 
ference, and adds: “But I could have 
missed all save our Naga Associational 
meeting of two weeks ago. I wish you 
had seen and heard. They did just as well 
as people at home in presiding, discussing 
topics and in their behavior generally. 
There were 190 delegates from different 
villages. At one session, not an unusual 
one, no one was expecting to be counted, 
there were 385 present. We remained 
over the following Sunday. Mr. Clark 
baptized thirty at our last communion 
with that Molong church. They cried and 
we cried. I never saw so many of those 
brave warriors in tears. God be praised 
for what he has done and permitted us to 
see among the Nagas. Churches came 
up with twenty-four rupees in hand for 
foreign missions; that is, to send the gos- 
pel over into the fighting villages beyond 
British control.” 

In the new church at Impur, Dr. Riven- 
burg reported 368 members and over 100 
additions the past year. Our conference 
gave warmest welcome to Mr. and Mrs. 
Dowd just out of their colleges, just com- 
mencing their life work,—Michigan, Chi- 
cago, Naga Hills,—the change is great, 
but their faith seems great and we shall 
pray often and earnestly for their uphold- 
ing, and for the return of the Perrines and 
Haggards. 

Mr. P. H. Moore made his usual good 
report of the work in Nowgong, and it 
is work, all work and little play with P. H. 
Moore. The conference voted to send 
him home soon and the Carvels are to 
go to Nowgong. Mr. Parker is to remain 
in Dibrugarh. The Petricks are going to 
Germany, arriving in March, and Mr. 
Swanson has added to his own field that 
of the Sibsagar district. My husband is 
pushing the work of the printing of the 
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Bible, working eight or nine hours a day; 
two proofs daily from the press. I am so 
glad to see the Burdettes properly housed 
once more. They have a fine view from 
their back veranda. It overlooks the ghat 
(steamer landing) with hills, islands and 
mountains in the distance. I stepped 
down one morning to get a closer view of 
the river in whose still waters our sainted 
Dr. Bronson baptized many a convert. 
Such a busy place! Stacks of bamboos, 
thatch, rattan, reeds, pottery-ware piled 
on the sand. There was a steam ferry and 
big steamers going “puff, puff,” up and 
down the stream. Temples were to be 
seen on every island where the palm trees 
lift their fronds in air. Of greatest inter- 
est to me were the streets where motley 
processions of many tribes come and go, 
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—Assamese, Bengalee, Kachari, Nepau- 
lese, Garos, Mikirs, and sometimes the 
tribes of upper Assam, Daphlas, Nagas, 
Abors and Miris; some in rags, some in 
dingy, dirty garments, some in vivid red or 
green, all the colors of the rainbow repre- 
sented in their “chuddas” and their head- 
gear. Some haye good, intelligent faces, 
but oh how many look like heathen;— 
heavy, sordid, dull, wicked faces with but 
little of the light of God and religion, pure 
and undefiled, shining forth from their 
stolid countenances! 

This is the reason why we are here in 
this land, here for a conference, 


“Oh, Father, touch the East with Light, 
The Light that shone when hope was 
born.”

A Reminiscence of Edward Payson Scott 
By Secretary Henry C. Mabie 


MONG the most devoted of our early 

missionaries to Assam was Rey. Ed- 
ward Payson Scott, who went out to that 
land in 1863 and died of cholera in Now- 
gong on the eighteenth of May, 1868. I 
think it was in the year 1866 that he vis- 
ited the old University of Chicago, in 
which institution I was a student. He 
gave an address before the Society of 
Missionary Inquiry, and among the inci- 
dents which he told respecting his work 
the following remains vividly in my mem- 
ory. 

Mr. Scott had been zealous to reach one 
of the wild hill tribe peoples on the moun- 
tains, several days’ journey from the sta- 
tion Nowgong, where he was living. He 
had made a beginning in the language 
and had long resolved with his Mikir 
teacher to visit the tribe of the same 
name. When his purpose was known the 
British officer resident at the station ex- 
postulated, representing that it was utter- 
ly unsafe for him to venture among this 
wild people. But Mr. Scott would not be 
deterred, feeling that the call to go was 
of God. The officer then insisted upon 
sending an escort of soldiers for his pro- 
tection. ‘‘No,” said Scott, “that would 
defeat my purpose. I am a man of peace. 
My gospel is one of love and good-will, 


and I must go attended only by my native 
preacher.” 

Accordingly, and to the distress of their 
friends, he and his Mikir associate made 
the journey. Toward the close of the third 
day they reached the base of a lofty ridge, 
on the summit of which was a native vil- 
lage. As they ascended the ridge sud- 
denly the villagers, who had taken alarm, 
came out from‘their huts, and under the 
direction of their chief, all the men, bal- 
ancing great spears in their hands, drew 
themselves up in a threatening line of 
battle. Shortly the chief cried out: “Stop 
where you are. We know you, who you 
are. You are the Moha Rannis (the 
Queen of England’s) man. You come to 
steal our children and carry them away 
into bondage. You must not come 
further.” 

Scott hesitated for a moment, question- 
ing what to do, and then drew out of its 
covering his violin which he was wont to 
play with rare skill, and began to play and 
sing one of the hymns he had learned in 
their dialect: 


“Alas! and did,my Savior bleed, 
And did my Sovereign die? 
Would he devote that sacred head 
For such a worm as I?” 


When he had finished the stanza the 
astonished villagers, following the lead of 
their chief, thrust their spearheads into 
the ground. He sang the next stanza: 


“Was it for crimes that I have done, 
He groaned upon the tree? 

Amazing pity, grace unknown, 
And love beyond degree!” 


The wild men 
vroke ranks and be- 
zan to creep down 
the hillside and gath- 
ered about in a semi- 
circle, in a crouching 
attitude, until at 
‘ength as the hymn 
was finished, one of 


the number ex- 
claimed: 
“Where did you 


learn that, sir? Sing 
us some more, sir. 
We never heard any- 
thing like that, sir.” 
The villagers were 
completely subdued, 
and won by these 
strains of gospel an- 
nouncement the mis- 
sionary was no 
longer threatened, 
but cordially invited 
up to thb village and 
treated with every 
hospitality it could 
afford. There the be- 
ginnings of work 
were made, which, 
alas, for many years 
after the death of Mr. 
Scott were com- 
pletely suspended for 
lack of workers, but 
which more recently 
have been taken up “a 
again. — 
During my visit to 
Gauhati in 1890, 
among the interest- 
ing natives who came to our gather- 
ing with requests of one kind or 
another for help from the Missionary 
Union was a_ native of this very 
Mikir people and from the same neigh- 
borhood where Scott had first sung and 
preached the gospel, bringing a letter 
written in the dialect and properly ren- 
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dered into English, begging for a mis- 
sionary. Twenty-four years had elapsed 
since the story of Scott was so graphically 
told to our wondering ears. Since then, 
Mr. and Mrs. Carvell and Mr. and Mrs. 
P. E. Moore have labored amongst that 
people. Mrs. Carvell, née Laura Amy, for- 
merly a parishioner of mine in Minneapo- 
lis, Minnesota, was one of the first with 
her husband to take up the work so 
bravely initiated and 
then so long delayed. 
She had scarcely be- 
gun it when she was 
called to lay down 
her life, and wrapped 
in the simple mats of 
the country,—for 
there were no con- 
veniences near for the 
construction of a cof- 
fin—her dust was 
laid among that same 
Mikir people. 

How slow and in- 
adequate even till 
now has been the re- 
sponse to that appeal 
made by Scott so 
long ago. However, 
it was not forgotten. 
Among those who 
heard the incident re- 
peated above in those 
carly days was an- 
ether, a student com- 
panion of mine, Rev. 
R. E. Neighbor, who 
I believe by that very 
address of Mr. Scott 
was moved to offer 
himself afterwards as 
a missionary to As- 
sam: Since Scott’s 
day great harvests 
have been gathered 
4 in Assam,—if not in- 
— al deed upon the Mikir 
hills,—among the 
Nagas, Garos and 
other tribes; and we 
cannot doubt that in the near future all 
those mountains will resound with the 
praises of _Immanuel’s name. The seed 
faithfully sown, though buried long, will 
yet spring forth to abundant harvests. 


Tue Methodist Missionary Society is 
asking $2,000,000 for missions in I9goI. 
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F ORTY years ago 

Union shipped its missionaries in 
sailing vessels. On Thanksgiving Day, 
1858, with Mrs. Marilla B. Ingalls as fellow 
passenger, we commenced our five months’ 
journey from Boston to Nowgong. After 
the usual storm and calm,on the hundredth 
day from setting sail, we sighted land in 
the Bay of Bengal. Such luxuriant growth 
of vegetation, such great, graceful palms 
and luscious fruit, such little brown dis- 
robed people! Ah, such devotees, fasting 
at the banks of the sacred river; walking 
on spikes, swinging on hooks, trying in 
vain to atone for their own sins! 

A little steamer about the size of our 
American tug boats took us through the 
“Sunderbunds” (delta of the Ganges) and 
up the sacred “Son of Brahma” (Brahma- 
putra River) to Gauhati. Here Kandura 
was in charge in the absence of an Ameri- 
can missionary. A long, slow pole-boat 
ride up the rapid river brought us to Now- 
gong on the evening of the regular

CHURCH CONFERENCE MEETING. 


I had learned a brief passage of 
scripture and the numbers of hymns for 
opening the service. The fervor of the 
prayers deeply impressed me. The only 
words that I was sure of were “God,” 
“Christ,” “Holy Spirit” and “America.” I 
could not understand why every one used 
“America” in prayer, and at the close I 
asked my wife for an explanation. “Oh,” 
she said, “they are so glad for our coming 
that they thank God for the gift of his 
Son, the Holy Spirit for his tender care 
over them during all the time the mission- 
ary has been absent, and they rejoice that 
the christian people of America have sent 
them a new missionary.” This welcome 
reminded me of the last meeting with my 
father and family friends in the prayer 
meeting at Sandwich, Ill. It awakened 
afresh the echo of the good-bye in the Cal- 
vary Church in New York,and recalled the 
eloquent words of Dr. Murdock in his 
designation address. 


THE FIRST WEDDING. 


Bride and groom had been waiting long 
for the arrival of the missionary to unite

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Rev. C. F. Tolman, D. D., Formerly a Missionary at Nowgong, Assam 


them in holy wedlock. I carefully pre- 
pared the marriage service and prayer, but 
in the fervor of- the moment, desiring to 
emphasize my petition, I had used the 
wrong prefix and so asked the Lord to 
separate them forever instead of uniting 
them closer and closer together for life. 
At the close of the service, Jurimon said, 
“How delightful! Now we can have the 
chapel open every Lord’s day and preach- 
ing by the new missionary.” Everybody 
understood him. My wife had informed 
me of my mistake, and I said, “I cannot 
preach yet, I made such a bad blunder in 
prayer.” He politely replied, “That was 
only a little error. The Lord knew what 
you meant and so did we.” Two years 
passed, fighting with fever and cholera, 
toiling for the people of the Plains and 
struggling with two foreign tongues. 


THE FIRST MISSIONARY TOUR. 


For a year Rongbong, the Mikir in- 
quirer, had spent much time and used 
eloquent arguments to induce us to visit 
the mountain homes of his people. On the 
way down the Kolung River, the first en- 
thusiastic inquirer followed us from station 
to station, listening to the story of the 
gospel which my wife was able to give 
directly to the women, and which I was 
telling through an interpreter to the 
crowds of men that gathered at each land- 
ing. All at once a woman burst out, “Oh, 
is it for me? Is salvation for women? 
And we never heard of it before! Call the 
priests together and tell them there is a 
way to be saved! Call the rulers and let 
them understand it. Let me go and tell 
it.” And suiting her actions to her words 
she started out telling of a salvation even 
for a woman. 

The first Lord’s day on the mountains, 
after services from early morn till late in 
the evening, we received packages of 
letters from America, and as I was read- 
ing, the people gathered around me and 
asked what 1 was doing. I explained that 
this paper had come from America and 
that my brother and sisters and father 
made marks on it which I understood, and 
it talked to me. “Oh,” said one of them, 
“can you make paper talk, too? If you - 
can, will you make a paper talk for me?” 


Whereupon he said, “Make the paper say 
to the christians of America that we thank 
them for sending one missionary and we 
beg them to send many more.” 

Two weeks later with crowds and in- 
quirers daily as we moved on, we spent 
two or three days at one place teaching 
the Mikirs the way of salvation. They 
came early; they stayed late; they listened 
attentively; they were deeply interested; 
but were not apparently divinely impressed. 
One morning about four o'clock, one of 
the headmen of a large village came and 
waited for us to waken. As soon as he 
saw my face he said, “I have brought all 
my village to hear you. I understood what 
you said last night. I told it to my people 
but they could not understand it.” I said, 
“Come quick, before the missionary leaves 
and he will explain it to you as he did to 
us who were there last night. ” About ten 
o'clock, as it was harvest time, the people 
began to grow uneasy. The headman 
said, “Ah, I thought they would under- 
stand, it is so simple and plain. But why 
should they? I was here three days before 
I could understand it, and now you have 
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to go to other places. I will tell them all 
I know, and when you come back, stop 
and see if they will not all believe.” 

Leaving the boat we climbed the moun- 
tains, saw the Mikirs in their homes, slept 
with them, travelled on foot up and down 
those deep gorges, over those high ridges, 
until fever prostrated me and I had to be 
carried back on a litter to the Plains, and 
on an elephant to Nowgong. After three 
months of delirious fever I was compelled 
to leave with only one Mikir book in man- 
uscript and comparatively few sermons 
preached. It was a sad closing of nearly 
four years of missionary service. The 
Mikirs came to the house daily in hopes of 
hearing of improved condition. They fol- 
lowed after the litter that carried me away, 
saying, “We hoped we should have the 
truth, but now they are taking away the 
only one who has learned our language 
and begun to teach us the way of life.” 
There was no physician within reach, every 
remedy failed, and when taken to Calcutta, 
an eminent physician said that is was im- 
possible for me to live in India, but my 
heart still lives in Assam. 


ON March 25 our veteran missionaries, 
Rev. and Mrs. W. E. Clark of Impur, 
Naga Hills, together with the following 
missionaries and children from Assam, 
namely, Rev. and Mrs. A. E. Stephens ot 
Goalpara; Miss Etta Morgan and Louise 
Boggs, the little daughter of Rev. and 
Mrs. S. A. D. Boggs of Gauhati and Narola 
Rivenburg, daughter of Dr. and Mrs. Riv- 
enburg of Impur, barely escaped with their 
lives from a shipwreck about twenty miles 
out from Calcutta on the Hugli River. 
This is not the first time our mission- 
aries have been in similar accidents in this 
most treacherous stream, the ever shifting 
quicksands in which have entrapped and 
engulfed many a fine vessel. This time it 
was the City of Venice, on which the party 
had embarked for London. While pro- 
ceeding down the river, suddenly and 
without warning, she gave a sudden lurch 
to the port side heeling over so much 
that the water flooded the deck and 
poured into the port side cabins. Mrs. 
Clark, who was in one of these cabins, 
was gotten out with difficulty and received 
quite a severe nervous shock. The pas- 
sengers on deck were violently hurled 
against the bulwarks and found themselves 
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sitting in the water jammed in among 
broken pieces of furniture. The Stephens 
were rescued from this position with some 
difficulty by the steward. The lifeboat 
in which the ladies and children were 
taken from the sinking vessel was so un- 
seaworthy that the ladies were obliged to 
help bail out the water that came pouring 
in. They were finally transferred to a 
native boat. A launch soon appeared and 
took in the different boat loads and Mr. 
Stephens writes that there were many 
scenes of reunion that were very pathetic. 
The whole party, about forty European 
passengers, were carried back to Calcutta, 
their personal appearance indicating in no 
unmistaken manner their too close ac- 
quaintance with the waters of the Hugli. 

Arrangements were immediately made 
for the party to sail a few days later on 
the steamship Valetta, and it is expected 
that Mr. and Mrs. Clark will arrive in time 
to be present at the May anniversaries to 
greet the many friends who have followed 
their work these many years and are now 
rejoicing over their home-coming and the 
good hand of God upon them in their 
many perils among the wild men of Assam 
and of this recent deliverance by sea.

My 
father’s dictionary (of the Assamese lan- 
guage) is frequently in her hands, and I 
find that my culinary efforts are often 
tested after she has been studying our old 
Indian cook-books.

(after thirty years) only 41 had been bap- 
tized; by 1870 the number had risen to 
1,480, and seven years later to 6,031. The 
next year 10,000 were baptized, the next 
13,000, and the next ten years 28,084. By 
the end of 1899. the total number of addi- 
tions had reached 65,160. Adding the 
Canadian converts, the number of Chris- 
tians now living is 58,060.” 


RELATIVE GROWTH of CHRISTIANITY 


Sir Charles Elliot is one of the many 
eminent English officials in India who 
have been in warm sympathy with mis- 
sions. He was at one time lieutenant- 
governor of Bengal. In a recent address 
in England he says of the population of 
India: “While the general population has 
grown by twenty per cent, and the num- 
ber of Christians of all denominations by 
sixty per cent, the increase in the ranks 
of Protestant Christians has been one 
hundred and forty-five per cent.” Such a 
statement from so eminent an official 
ought to silence detractors who have been 
accustomed to talk flippantly of “the fruit- 
lessness of foreign missions.”—The Mis- 
sionary. 


The PLAGUE AT BOMBAY 


Mr. Abbott of the American Board, 
writing from Bombay in the middle of 
March, reports that the plague in that 
vicinity, and other diseases, are still 
sweeping off several hundreds of persons 
each day. It is not at all strange that the 
recent census of India, taken since the 
first of January, reveals the fact that in 
many sections of the empire there has 
been a large decrease in the population, 
while, taking the whole empire, together 
with Burma, there has been, since the 
census of 1891, only a slight increase in 
the population. It was anticipated that 
the decade would show an increase of 
many millions, but the final summary 
proves a surprise to the statisticians.— 
Congregational Work.

Its Scope This volume sketches the two thousand 
s Scope. years of missionary activity before the 
time of William Carey. Christians generally know some- 
thing of the missions of the last century, but are unfamiliar, 
forthe most part, with the impressive missionary history of 
the preceding twenty centuries.
